The 2000 watt saga continues.. . 

If you have not already heard, CFUV’s 
application to the CRTC for increased 
power went to public notice to allow 
people and organizations to officially ex- 
press their opinions. The deadline for 
interventions passed on August 10th 
with over 100 letters supporting our 
power increase in the CRTC’s hands. 
There was only one dissenting interven- 
tion, made by local AM station CJVI, 
home of the popular Foster’s community 
cruiser. The station, owned by Selkirk 
Broadcasting, is the only local station 
which does not believe a campus/com- 
munity station such as ourselves is wor- 
thy of a permanent high-power FM slot. 

The CRTC directorship will now re- 
view the application and the interven- 
tions late September in Ottawa. If all 
goes well CFUV will be blasting out of 
your radio at high power by early Novem- 
ber. Get ready to reprogram your car 
stereo buttons, because we will move 
down the dial to 102 FM. 

All of us at CFUV would like to thank all 


of you who sent the CRTC letters of sup- 
port. Soon we will be asking you to sup- 
port us in another way. In October it will be 
time for our annual Fundrive. CFUV has a 
budget of less than what acommercial FM 
station may pay just one staff member. 
The money needed to operate CFUV is 
raised in several ways. The students of 
UVic have chosen by referendum to give 
$6 each per year, corporate sponsorship 
brings in another chunk, membership 
fees and radio club fundraising events 
provide a small amount, and the rest 
comes from listeners during Fundrive. 
With the extra costs associated with our 
long awaited transmitter it will be impor- 
tant that Fundrive 88 is a success. 

From October 24 to November 6 we 
will be asking you to support alternative 
radio by buying a couple of the new 
2,290 watts. Anyone who pledges $20 
for a pair of watts will become a “Friend 
of CFUV’”. Donations of $20 or more are 
tax deductible.

MADE THE CHARTS

Driving into Memphis one night, | ran 
into Elvis Presley. He just stumbled out 
onto the road. At first | thought I'd hit a 
drunken rummy. It was pitch dark — al- 
most — and raining pretty hard. I’d been 
driving all day and was dead tired. And | 
was sure | had adead man lying in front of 
my Car. 

| cursed out loud and lit a cigarette. 
Damn it! | thought, | should have turned 
right off the freeway. I’d be safe and 
sound asleep in a Motel Six by now. But 
there | was, wide awake and shaking, 
and slumped down low behind the wheel 
of my ‘67 Chevy Beaumont in the middle 
of a deserted Memphis side street. | 
rolled down the window and threw away 
my smoke, untasted. | had two options:

Man, | was so scared | could have bit 
my nose. 

“Don’t you know who that is you juss 
hit? He shook me 45 degrees. | heard a 
low groaning moanbehind me. My face 
must have looked white as soap suds. A 
man was bent over the body on the road, 
readying to lift it. A flashlight came on 
and | was looking into the face of ELVIS 
Presley. 

The next few minutes were a mess. 
People started talking and | thought | 
would keel over. 

“We can’t leave the guy here.. . 

“Damnit ! | told the King. . .” 

“Hell of atime for tetherball. . . 

“| can smell DOWNEY. ..” 

Then somebody picked me up and 
carried me into a schoolyard. | got 
thrown into the backseat of a sports car. | 


could tell it was a sports car because it 
wasn’t much of a back seat. The door 
slammed and the motor gunned and we 
sped off into the wet Memphis night. | 
roused myself enough to ask the driver 
where we were going. 

“To Graceland, son. Try to relax. You 
in the hands of the King now.”

| was nearly blinded by the splendor of 
the mansion. I’m notarich man. | was told 
to sit on a couch and wait. | sat down. 
Then, aman wearing a ranch-style jump 
suit, the same man who'd shook me ear- 
lier, sat down beside me. Without so 
much as a how-do-you-do, he handed 
me a glass of apricot nectar. And he 
began to speak. 

“Elvis is doing just fine. He’s at rest 
new ... good thing he jumped out of 
your way.” 

| told the man he had the wrong idea. 
Elvis walked right in front of my car. But 
my words fell on inattentive ears. 

“He was chasin’ a loose tetherball, 
boy. One of the team forgot to tie it real 
tight to the pole. The way the King likes it 
tied. Damn thing went right out into the 
road . . . Elvis would have looked both 
ways, boy. His mama taught him good. 
Boy, you juss landed yourself in a mess 
of trouble. That is, as may be. : .” 

| didn’t say a word. | sat there as meek 
and still as a bath tub. “Boy, Elvis owns 
this town,” he spoke slow and careful. 
“He brings in more than a quarter million 
annual. And they’s just touriss dollars. 
Juss form people comin HERE. To see 
this place. People comin’ from all over 

. people from Weed, California . . .” 
He seemed lost in his thoughts. | was 
buried in mine. | knew what was coming. 

“How much money you got on you?” 
he squinted. 

| was sunk. Oh maybe fifty bucks. Hell, 
| didn’t know the way back to my car. Or 
the way out of Graceland. Suddenly . . . 

“Scotty! You’er fired, you’er through, 
understand? Now go on get outa my 
house fore | smack you one with a karate 
kick.” 

The man in the ranch style jump-suit 


leapt to his feet and skidaddled out of 
there. That left just me and the KING, 
who stood there, weavin’ in the door- 
way. 

“Spose you’re wondering to yourself 
just what I’m doing with my hands full of 
Alpaca, huh?’ 

“Just call me. . . Elvis kid, amd relax. 
I’m makin’ a bed spread for my daughter 
Lisa Marie. Now don’t you worry, every- 
thing’s gonna be fine “, he threw his 
weaving aside. “Now, come on. Let's go 
get us some pan fried peanut butter and 
banana sandwiches.”

I'll never forget the kindnesses the 
King showed me that night. He told me 
the man he fired had been scheming on 
blackmailing me for all | had in my wallet. 
It was good luck Elvis woke just in time 
and overheard us. And he assured me 
the accident wasn’t my fault. He hadn't 
seen my car because that tetherball 
bounced up erratically and hit him in the 
eyes. | felt humbled. Then Elvis said, 
“Come on, I'll show you around the 
place.” While we walked through room 
after room, Elvis explained why he was 
out playing tetherball on a rainy right. It 
was on account of how he never had any 
privacy. He’d been in the recording stu- 
dio the last three nights running, and he 
was bound and determined to play some 
tetherball. Rain or no rain. | said lunder- 
stood. He looked at me for a long time 
and said, “You know, I think you do.” And 
he reached into his pocket and handed 
me a diamond ring. | didn’t know what to 
say. Obviously sensing my embarrass- 
ment over this beautiful at he said, 
“Come on. Let’s watch T.V.” 

We went into a gigantic room where all 
that was in it was a big deep couch anda 
TV the size of a bank vault. Elvis sang, “'! 
got stung,” and as by magic the TV went 
on. He winked at me.

potato latkis. | fell asleep, though. Even- 
tually | woke up and a man stood over 
me. He handed me a bag, and inside it 
were four carefully wrapped peanut but- 
ter and banana sandwiches, and a note 
from the King with a gold key attached 
to it.

Memphis. Good luck, Elvis.” 

The man who handed me the note said 
Elvis was asleep and there was a driver 
waiting to take me back to my car. 


Two years and three months later, | 
was driving into Memphis, this time dur- 
ing broad daylight! | had the radio turned 
up high and was humming along to a Little 
Ester tune, when the music stopped. A 
disc jockey came on with the awful 
news. The date was August 16, 1977.

This season, the Bastion Theatre 
Company is celebrating its 25th year. 
The Silver Jubilee season has been put 
together by the Bastion’s new artistic 
director, Barry MacGregor, and should 
prove to be one of the best seasons 
ever. 


MacGregor comes to Victoria with an 
extensive background in theatre. A third 
generation actor who embarked on his 
career in England at the age of twelve, he 
began honing his craft in the 50’s at the 
Theatre Royal Windsor and in British 
television. In the early 60’s he went on to 
tour with the Royal Shakespeare Com- 
pany. MacGregor then moved to North 
America where he first worked with the 
American Conservatory Theatre in San 
Francisco followed by productions both 
on and off Broadway. 


Since 1974 MacGregor has contin- 
ued to act, while becoming involved in 
the off stage areas of theatre. He has 
served as the Company Manager and 
Associate Director for both the Stratford 
Festival and the Grand Theatre Company 
in London. His move to Victoria fulfils his 
life-long. dream to.be an artistic director. 


MacGregor considers Victorians quite 
liberal and eager in their attitude toward 
theatre. “Theatre”, states MacGregor, 
“is not only a craft, an art, but itis also a 
very important part of our life and our 
society. If you don’t have that imagina- 
tive, creative process presented to you 
at the ages when it’s important, then 
you’re going to have a very black-and- 
white, boring outlook on life.” This year’s 
schedule includes the following produc- 
tions: SEE HOW THEY RUN, a comedy 
by Phillip King, Hugh Whitemore’s sus- 
pense-filled drama, PACK OF LIES, and 
the classic English farce, CHARLEY’S 
AUNT by Brandon Thomas. 


The Bastion is carrying a healthy defi- 
cit into the_1988 - 1989 season, but 
Mary-Ellen Threadkell, Director of Mar- 
keting and Development is confident the 
year will be a success. Corporate spon- 
sorship has provided a boost and she 
feels, ‘‘with Barry (MacGregor) back- 
ground and the selection of plays he’s 
chosen for the year. . . it’s goingto bea 
great year.” :

This music has nothing to do with latin 
rhythms. If that is your pleasure scan the 
ads or flip the page. It has alot to do with 
some of the gentlest jazz you will want to 
hear. Only the title cut has a latin flavour 
to it. The name of the band and of the 
album is an acronym for Ron Johnston 
(keyboards), lan McDougall (trombone) 
and Oliver Gannon (guitar). 


Imagine warm, late afternoon sunlight 
sparkling through a multi-coloured glass 
windchime and you get the idea. It is 
VERY pretty and melodic. Just the thing 
for most who reach for the ear plugs at the 
very mention of the word “jazz” — and | 
certainly do not mean “fusion” which is to 
jazz music what “‘new age” is to otherwise 
alert and conscious intelligence. This mu- 
sic brims with lyricism without falling into 
the trap lesser musicians would of turning 
it into cloyingly sacharine trifle.

Jazz lovers will rejoice in lan Mac- 
Dougall’s fat buttery tone and sprightly 
intonation. They will marvel at Oliver Gan- 
non’s ability to provide always the right 
lines. He can also write a good tune as his 
three originals testify. All except two are 
originals by all three musicians. Standouts 
are “Lightly Turning” with its harmonically 
interesting twists and turns, ‘‘Musette,” 
where lan McDougall soars through the 
swinging, foot-tapping rhythm, and “Ten- 
der,” where the trombone softly caresses 
the ballad making you feel you are prying 


into a tender intimacy. Throughout the re- 


cord Ron Johnston gives tasteful accom- 
paniment and, on his original “Devon's 
Delight,” a joyful solo. 


Two very minor criticisms: firstly the 
(admittedly sparse) use of synthesizers 
seems to intrude tike a draft of cold air 
into this warm and intimate music; sec- 
ondly, where is the midrange where the 
body of the music lives? The recording 
sounds as though someone punched in 
the “loudness” button and turned up 
both bass and treble for good measure. 
Could it be a touch of digititis? 
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Minor criticism apart, this is some of 
the prettiest jazz you are likely to come 
across this summer.

The Happy End 
Resolution 
Cooking Vinyl

In society today there is a tendency to 
classify everything — the word for this de- 
cade is quantification — and this trend 
hurts some of the best music. The new 
album by the English group Happy End 
suffers from this problem. Their album 
“Resolution” crosses over So many musi- 
cal boundaries that any attempt to slot 
them into one spot does them. a disservice. 

Happy End is set up much like a 40’s 
big band group, but the music is not at all 
a big band sound. The group has songs 
ranging from traditionaly Xhosa, to Amer- 
ican Spiritual, to Brecht show tunes, to 
Chinese, to Jazz. Each time one hears 
another song the vitality and skill of the 
group is revealed in yet another facet. 
The whole 22 members group recorded 
the album in the unheard time frame of 
two days, a clear sign of a group that 
works together well and has talent. 

The album has one steady theme: so- 
cialist politics. This comes out strongest on 
the second song on side two — “Singing of 
a Socialist Motherland.” With this song the 
politics are blatant, but surprisingly, it

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comes off well as a Jazz piece. The rest is 
just as political, but not quite as obvious. 
Two pieces to note on the album are 
the Brecht tunes — the group’s name 
comes from a Brecht/Eisler musical circa 
1930. In the first side there is a rendition 
of Pirate Jenny, the hit from Three Penny 
Opera. Happy End'has sufficiently large 
numbers to do justice to the style and 
sound of the piece, the most impressive 
part being the singer who captures the 
Edith Piaf-style cabaret singing like few 
others have been able to do. The title 
track of the album is a Brecht/Eisler col- 


laboration that the group performs A cap- 
pela. The sound of all the voices singing 
evokes an image more of a choir singing 
aclassical piece than a show tune. 
Three other tunes that deserve some 
exposure are “Township Jazz,” “Coal Not 
Dole,” and “Lanigan’s Ball.” “Township 
Jazz” combines the sound of jazz and the 
traditional sound of the townships to cre- 
ate a hybrid that is better than either style 
alone. “Coal Not Dole” was a poem writ- 
ten by Kay Sutcliffe that The Happy End 
has put to music and turned into a haunt- 
ing plea against the Thatcher govern-

NRBQ 
God Bless Us All 
Rounder Records (US)

NRBQ will probably go down as one of 
the most underrated bands in rock his- 
tory. In their almost twenty-year exis- 
tence, the band is still little known outside 
of a small devoted cult. Although their 
recorded output is inconsistent, their best 
moments rank among this reviewer's fa- 
vourite records. If you have the time and 
money search out NRBQ At Yankee Sta- 
dium (1977), Tiddlywinks (1980), and 
the difficult to find Grooves In Orbit 
(1983). 

God Bless Us All is the band’s first live 
album and showcases exactly why | like 
NRBQ so much: their diverse selection of 
material, their great songwriting, their tight 
ensemble playing, and their air of fun and 
humour. These guys play anything from 


raucous R&B (the standard “Shake, Rat- 
tle, and Roll” and “12 Bar Blues” featuring 
some fab guitar work from Al Anderson), 
to the Rascals-like ‘Sitting In The Park” 
(dig those cool harmonies!), to perfect 
pop (“Every Boy, Every Girl” and old fa- 
vourite “Me And The Boys”), to just plain 
silly stuff (the title track and ‘‘Down At The 
Zoo’’). Anderson and bassist Joey 
Spampinato sing wonderfully while key- 
boardist-extraordinaire Terry Adams 
plays the clown and weaves some wacko 
and intricate piano and clavinet lines on 
top of the solid backing provided by the 
others. 

For those who are unfamiliar with 
NRBQ, this album is a perfect starter kit. 
To quote the record jacket, “music whose 
only inspiration is vanity and greed will 
soon leave audiences begging for si- 
lence; NRBQ always leaves us begging 
for more.”
